PEAK SHOOTING COMPLAINTS.

Regarding representations made 
locally for the repeal of the order 
relating to the muzzling of dogs 
in view of the length of period 
that has elapsed: since the last 
reported’ case of rabies, it is 
learned that the last case of a dog 
infected with, rabies was at 
Shaukiwan on March 7, and.the 
last human case reported was also 
at Shaukiwan on January 29. 

The- quarantine period in the 
case of rabies is six months, but 
it is considered doubtful whether 
the order will be repealed at the 
expiration of this period in view 
of the especial difficulties faced 
by the Colony in the matter of im- 
portation of dogs over -the 
border-and by junk and sampan. 

With regard to complaints as 
to the shooting of dogs.on the 
Peak, it is pointed out that if the 
order is to be effective, it must be 
enforced in all districts of the 
Colony.

Siv Robert Waley Cohen (man- 
aging director, Shell Transport and 
Trading Company) entertained on 
board, in celebration of the event, 
n party of prominent New Zealand 
business. men and_ officials. He 
said that the owners of the “Paua,” 


‘the British Imperial Oil Company 


of New Zealand, which belonged to 
the family known as the Shell 
Group, were proud that it had fallen 
to their lot to enable New. Zealand 
to be the first of all the daughter 
nations of the Empire to sail a tank 
vessel round her own coasts, under 
her own flay. The development of 
bulk distribution of oi) in New Zea- 
land read like a falry story. _ About 
80 per cent. of ‘the fuel ofl in use 
in New Zealand was now distribut- 
ed in bulk.

LOTTERY OWNERS APPROACH 
POLICE, 


At the - Central Magistracy 
yesteyday afternoon, Mr. R. E.

pointment with the detective at 
the Sik Yuen Restaurant in Des 
Voeux: Road Central, and turned 
up with another man. : 

At the restaurant the first ac- 
cused told the detective that $400 
would be paid by the syndicate to 
the detective’s informer on con- 


‘ * dition that this man leave the 


Colony, The detective himself 
would be paid $270 in cash and a 
monthly allowance of $45 to “keep 
his eyes closed” to the syndicate’s 
doings. The other man (second 
accused) then produced $100 as 


, the first instalment towards the

$300 Paid. 

After this interview the detec- 
tive received several letters from 
the’ syndicate making further 
appointments, and at one of these 
further sum of $300 was paid for 
the detective to get rid of his in- 
former.

MOUTHIER AND ITS CHERRY 
. . . TREES. 


A LOVELY SPOT, 


It is always pleasant to be a 
pioneer, if only in a small way, and 
to stay ina French village in which, 
apparently, no Englishman has’ ever 
stayed before is-to feel an ever- 
so-distant kinship with Raleigh and 
Drake and Christopher Columbus. 
Certainly, the American Indian can 
hardly have looked with greater 
curlosity upon his European dis- 
coverer than did the inhabitants of 
the village of Mouthier, in the De- 
partment of the Doubs, upon their 
first English visitors, Even the 
octogenarian crone, wha sits most 
of the day on her doorstep mutter- 
ing imprecations on all pussers-by, 
was too much dazzled at our novelty 
to bestow even a mild curse upon 
us. * 

Tt ennnot be long before the Eng- 
lish. visitor discovers Mouthier, and 
loses his novelty there (and «then 
what will the old jady say to us as 
we pass’), for the village is not 
inaccessible, the railway being only 
three kilometres distant at Lods, 
or twenty at Pontarlier, Mouthier, 
moreover, when one does reach it, 
is-a wonderfully lovely spot, and .is 
endowed with an admirable pen- 
sion—the ancient manor house. of 
the place—at which it is possible 
to stay cheaply and comfortably. 

The village Hes on the side of 
the valley on the river Loue, just 
below the point at which the valley 
changes. its character and becomes 
n gorge. Below Mouthier the 
valley is wide, with pastures, ‘and 
vineyards, and cherry orchards and 
on each side, above the cultivated! 
lands, 2 sheer cliff of limestone.) 
At Mouthier the valley narrows, 
and less than a kilometre above the 
village the valley becomes a gore, 
with shrubs clinging’ to its walls, 
which run for four kilometres up 
fo the point where, already a full- 
sized river, the Loue plunges roar- 
ing out of a cavern in the face .of 
the rock, This, indeed, seems to 
be a habit among rivers in the Jura 
Mountains, and another river, the 
Pontet, also leaps out of a cave near 
Mouthier, and after a brief but tur- 
buleht career of a couple of hun- 
dred ‘yards or so, joins the Loue. 

Where Two Worlds Meet. 
Mouthier lies wbout 450 metres 
wbove sen-level and is the highest 
village in this district at which the 
vine is cultivated, Behind and in 
front the cliffs ‘rise to over 800 
metres, and it is hard not to ima- 
gine—as one sees’ the cultivation 
wiving way to rock and thicket all 
round—that one is at the end of all 
civilsation, with nothing but moun- 
tain wilderness beyond, But climb 
one of these rocks, Huutepierre, 
for example, which rises to 880 
metres above the Sea, and you will 
see that another world lies over 
the tap of the eliffs, an undulating 
world of pasture and grain-crops. 
Mouthier iy not the end of the 
world—it is where two worlds meet. 

The greatest glory of Mouthier is 
its cherry.orchards, The two main 
products of the village are wine! 
and kirch, and for the production 
of the Intter some nine hundred 
acres or so are planted with cherry 
trees, In late April, or the _ first 
days of May, the sight of these 
trees, digainst the vivid green of the 
grass and the grey of. the rocks, and 
with the river rushing down * the 
middle of the valley, is one of in- 
describuble beauty. : 

Even when the cherry bloom js 
over the place is very lovely, and 
the village Itself is not without in- 
terest. The urches of the’ early; 
sixteenth-century church are re-| 
markably graceful and well-propor- 
tioned; and in the courtyard of one 
of the houses of the main atreet 
there is a statue of the Virgin with 
the body of Christ upon her knees, 
which is « moving piece of work. 
On the picture postcards (which 
even Mouthier boasts) this statue! 
is reputed to be of the ninth. cen- 
tury-——but one need not, perhaps, 
take this chronological attribution 
too serjously. 7 

Nothing To Do.” . 

It is not, however, the “sights” of, 
Mouthier that give it its beauty; it 
is rather the genera! aspect of the 
village, lying on the crest of a fold 
in the ‘valley's side, and in the 
colours ‘and Sines of the old farms 
which compose it, For most of the 
houses are farms, and each one is! 
built with accommodation for both 
man and benst within its four walls, 
So that when the. village herd of 
cattle is driven down the street, on 
its way back from the pastures of an

The Soviet Government admits 
the execution of the colonel, 
and seeks to justify it by alleg- 
ing counter-revolutionary activi- 
ties on his part. It’ imparts, 
however, no detailed information 
as to these alleged _ activities. 
The Soviet Government, then has 
the effrontery to express surprise 
at the suggestion that Colonel 
Elvengren is a Finnish . subject, 
and professes to have always 
understood that the murdered 
man regarded himself and was re- 
garded by Helsingfors as a Rus- 
sign subject. 

olshevik bad faith in this re- 
spect is sufficiently exposed by 
the military record ‘of Colonel 
Elvengren. : 
cavalry captain, in the Finnish 
War of Liberation, being promot- 


ed to the rank of lieutenant-; 


‘colonel in the army of the new 
Finnish Republic. He fought the 
Bolsheviks a second time when 


holding this higher ‘rank, a fact|" 


of which the Soviet authorities 
were well aware and had good rea- 
son to remember. 

. Shot Without Trial. « 

To the final inquiry, concerning 
the nature of the judicial proceed- 
ings which led'to Colonel Elven- 
gren's execution, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has so far returned :no 
answer. Neither could it, since 
he. was shot without any trial. 
Such brutality and cynicism could 
hardly be exceeded. Although 
the Communists and possibly a 
fow Socialist elements, in Finland 
might wish to gloss, over Moscow's 
latest outrage, public opinion at 
Helsingfors and throughout the 
country has been deeply stirred by 
it, 
It is now possible to explain 
why Moscow has ‘béen so sorely 
hit.by the Anglo-Soviet diploma- 
tie rupture, and is consequently so 
‘bitter against Great Britain, The 
rupture, which was bound to 
check the flow of foreign credits 
to Soviet Russia, happened at the 
very worst moment for the Bol- 
shevik Government... For the 
financial’ and economic situation 
in the U.S.S.R, has never been so 
desperate as itis at present, One 
may lend ‘little credence or‘im- 
portance to the scattered and local 
anti-Soviet risings. One may also 
tnke the view that the quarrels 
between the Soviet leaders, al- 
though now so acute as to have 
compelled the dominant clique to 
resort to more drastic measures 
than before against its opponents, 
do not. affect’ Moscow’s: inter- 
national position.

_ The fact remains: that the pea- 
santry are extremely dissatisfied 
with the prices charged for essen- 
tinl commodities, more particular- 
ly manufactured goods, owing to 
the working of the State Mono- 
poly of Trade, Yet, if the mono- 
poly were done away with, the 
Soviet Government would 
faced with bankruptcy.
